this boy as a friend, Inducing my 
! Abel Fletcher, to give him' 
In the' tanyard. It was humble 


" at • Pittance a week, and the 


'boy;, took such good care of himself as 
jhe'lcould, sleeping'In or on a pile of 
jtahbark, and. eating no moro than 
[•flash'to keep him alive. 
lA/Those were the days of hard times 
ijaeWenlal to the Napoleonic ware, 
Ijnth gcarclty both of work and food, 
j Ai'.I was helpless, It meant much to 
'my' father to Lave growing op under 
his' eye .a lad to whom'hie-master's 
interests were his own. In a measure 
John Halifax took my place ID the tan- 
nery, and during the labor rtota from 
which my father suffered, as did most 
employers of the time, my friend was 
always on hand to soothe tho workmen 
ond protect'my father's property. 


In proportion as Abel Fletcher grew 


old and infirm a greater responsibility 
fell on tho younger man's shoulders. 
By the time he was twenty one my fn- 
ther was willing to take him Into part- 
nership, promoting him thus from the 
standing of n waif, which was that 
which he held In the eyes of our con- 
servative fellow-townsmen In Norton 
Bury, In Gloucestershire, to Hint of 
Bolld citizen. No young man ever de- 
served good fortune more.
